Today’s Democratic Convention in the 
Twelfth mines Congressional Dis- 
trict.

Mount Srerrime, III., July 31.—The 

Twelfth Distriet Democratic Convention will 
meet here tomorrow and makea start at 
least towards the nomination of a candidate 
for Congress. When they will get to the 
finish nobody can tell. All the candidates. 
and most of their forces are on deck tonight, 
including the venerable Singleton himself, 
Who wants to make another of his biennial 
farewell trips to Congress. The day and the 
night have been full of speculation and 
gossip, and tomorrow's convention promises 
to be about as full of music. The 
Singleton workers profess to have the 
whole thing set up. They figure on 
the General’s capturing 3 votes in Cass, and 
ultimately getting Goodrich’s 7 votes in Jer- 
sey, on the ground that Goodrich would 
rather throw the nomination to Singleton 
than let it go to Wike or some other new 
man. This stage of the proceedings, as they 
figure it, will be reached about the tenth bal- 
lot. The Wike, Withers, and Goodrich forces 
look at it differently, and the whole thing is 
very much complicated. The Wike men 
answer the Singleton claim to Cass by 
declaring that they named the deie- 
gates and know they are for Wike, 
and that . nothing can throw them 
out of line. Calhoun will cast a compli- 
meutary vote for A. W. Argust, and will 
then turnin for Wike. That, with Pike and 
Cc will give him 22, against Singletou's 
26, Withers’ 15, and Gooarich’s 7. Whenever 
the break comes Wike expects to ges 6 from 
Brown, 2 from Scott, and 7 from Jersey. 
‘That will nominate him, and give him one to 
spare. The Wike men lay it down as a sort 
of general principle that the counties on the 
other side of the Illinois River will never go 
for Singleton, but that if they break they 
may be sately counted on for Wike, Pike 
and Brown are in the same Senatorial dis- 
trict, and Brown wants to send John W. 
Moore to the Legislature. Pike has the votes 
to let hingjn or shut him out if it chooses, 
and Brown knows it. This little string will 
be pulled for all it is worth, and, while Pike 
could forget and forgive Brown’s sticking to 
Smgleton, it would take its revenge if Brown, 
in case it leaves Singleton, shopmld throw its 
votes to somebody else. , But «right 
here the situation is sl 
complicated. has u dark- 
horse in the perso of State’s-Attorney John 
J. Teefey, one of the Singleton delegates. 
if Singieton should drop out Teefey would 
eome to the front and expect Singleton's help 
in return for Brown’s devotion te his cause. 
Joe Thompson, who will hate a proxy and 
sit on the Singleton delegation from Adams, 
is coming here to nominate Singleton if he 
can, but to beat Scott Wike with somebody 
else if he can't do it with Singleton. If 
Thompson can control his. delegation he 
mightgo to Teefey. In that case the latter 
would occupy Singleton’s position at the start. 
The Teetey movement looks to Greene or to 
enough from, Scott or ae ty to nominate, 
and one story is that a trade is on by which 
Teefey would throw the nowmination to 
Greene in 1884. Atthis point W. L. Vande- 
venter, probably the heaviest legal timber in 
Brown County, and Pike’s second choice, if 
it has any, enters upon the scene. Vande- 
venter is a Wike man, and promises that if 
Teefey enters into a trade ot that 
sort with Greene, or any other 
county, he will show him two years 
from now that, while he may promise, 
he can’t deliver; besides, it is not at all cer- 
tain that the counties east of the river would 
go to Teefey, who in that case might be apt 
to avenge the slight by going for Wike. The 
latter’s backers claim that Withers, in re- 
turn for a part of Pike’s votes on the mem- 
orable break-up in 1878, will never let his 
delegates go to Singleton, but that, if he sees 
he can’t possibly get the nomination himself, 
he will throw them to Wike; and yet the 
Wike men themselves are evidently uneasy 
over the prospect of Withers hanging out in 
the hope that the Singleton men 
will ultimately come to him. In 1876 
it was Pike County’s vote that nominated 
Bob Knapp, of Jersey, and beat Joe Thomp- 
son’s little game. Knapp was an uncle 
of. Goodrich, and the latter is said 
to have a warm feeling of friendship 
for Pike, Besides that, the Wike men 
say they know the Jersey delegates per- 
sonally, that they will never put any reli- 
ance on Singleton’s promises to get out of 
the way for Good in 1884, and that they will 
vote for Wike just as soon as the logic of the 
ballots demonstrates that Goodrich is out of 
the fight. And so the figuring goes on. The 
opportunities for trades of all sorts were 
never better, and the probable result under 
the circumstances defies anything like a safe 
conjecture.

Two Recent Legislative Nominations— 
Unexpected Outcome of the Beards- 
town Convention and How It Map- 
pened. 

Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune 
SPRINGFIELD, III., July 31.—The nomina- 
tion of T. L. Matthews, of Virginia, as the 

Republican candidate for Representative in 

the Thirty-fourth Senatorial District was a 

decided surprise to the politicians who had 

been watching the outcome of the contest 
for this nomination. This district includes 
the Counties of Magon, Menard, Cass and 

Schuyler, and was represented in the last 

House by the Hon. L. C. Chandler, of Cass. 

In the contest just ended Cass County seems 

to have cut the most important figure. That 

county contained four gentlemen who wanted 
this nomination. They were Mr. Chandler, 
the retiring member; Mr. J. S. Nicholson, 
editor of the Beardstown Republican; Mr. 

Matthews, and R. W. Mills, of Virginia. 

Mr. Matthews declined to be a candidate 

when Mr. Nicholson entered the race, and 

supported him. When the convention was 
held it was not intended to instruct the dele- 
gates, but when they had been selected it 
was discovered that two out of the three 
were Chandler men, This did not suit Mr. 

Nicholson, whom Chandler defeated for the 

nomination two years ago, and an attempt 

was therefore made to. instruct the dele- 
gates. Chis sbowed that Nicholson had 

283 votes in the convettion, 2 less than 

a majority, 22 


Chandler 22, ‘and Mills 
but 8. Some twenty ballots were taken, 
but Mills refused to give Nicholson the 2 
votes he laeked, and the latter, rather than 
see Chandler succeed, finally threw 
his strength to Mills. The result

his county, although the delegates chosen 
did not want to see him nominated. Capt. 
S. H. Blane, thechoice of Menard County, 
was popularly supposed, in view of the ex- 
isting circumstances, to be the coming man, 
although Mason had a candidate in per- 
son of I. R. Brown and Schuyler in Perry 
Logston, who was backed by Raum's rev- 
enue agents. f 

When the convention met at Beardstown 
the other day each county named its candi- 
date and voted for him about Gent, Nowe 
without any changes. being made. Finally 
Mason drop rown and went over to 
Capt. Blane, but there was some hit@in the 
latter’s arrangements, and he failed to ob- 
tain the other votes he had countedon. As 
the contest progressed it. became evident 
that the nomination would go either to 
Mills or Logston, and during the recess 
that was taken after the 2ldth bal- | 
lot the delegates agreed upon Mills. On 
reassembling in the evening Mills’ county, 
Cass, was first called. and everybody 
was taken by surprise when two of his dele- 
gates slipped out from under him just as the 
nomination was within his grasp, and voted 
for Epler, of Cass. This left Mills clear out 
in the cold, one of the most heartily dis- 
usted men ever seen in & political assembly. 
laving heen deserted by his own delegates, 
the other counties of course did not come to 
his support aceording to the program agreed 
upon, and he suddenly dropped out of sight 
entirely. His friends naturally criticise se- 
verely the conduct ot these,delegates, but 
they claim that they .carried ont the 
unwel instructions sufliciently by 
voting for Mills over 200 times, and 
it is doubtless true his nomina- 
tion would not have been satisfactory 
to the Republicans of the district. Soon 
after deserting Milis so incontinently the Cass 
County delegates reached an agreement 
among themselves, and all three began vot- 
ing for Matthews, lie was. supposed by the 
Raum men to be friendly to me interests of 
their Senatorial favorit, and they soon threw 
Schuyler County for him, He was also 
more acceptable to the Cullom managers 
than any one who seemed_ likely to succeed, 
and luis nomination speedily followed, Mr. 
Matthews became well-known fu the district 
while editor of the Virginia Gazette, and is 
at present Deputy County Clerk at Virginia. 
His nomination.is an excellent one, and he 
will make a creditable. Representative, 
though young in years. On the Senatorial 
question Mr. Matthews has maintained a dis- 
creet silence both before and since his nomi- 
nation.

Boston, July 31.— Under an act of the 
Legislature the New York & New England 
Railroad enters upon a new financial epoch 
tomorrow. The State has hitherto heid 34. 
750 shares of stock, and its sale to the cor- 
poration was authorized. The terms were 
that payment should be made in second 
mortgage bonds at che rate of $50 per share 
of stock. The par value of the stock at 
$100 per share, would be $3,475,000. The 
bonds in which payment was to be made 
were to be of $1,000 each, or a multiple 
thereof, bearing interest at 6 per 
cent per aunum, and running for twenty 
years tor Aug. 1, 1882. The total of these 
bonds issuable to the State is thus $1,737,500. 
The act authorizes the corporation to issue 
in addition $3,262,500, maki a total of 
000,000 second-mortgage bonds. The stock- 
holders of record Aug. 1 have the priv- 
il of subscribing pro rata to their owner- 
ship for the State stock thus transferred at 
cost—that is, $50 per share. As the ruling 
rate in the market of late has been $55 or $56 
per share, it is belived that they will very 
— avail themselves of the privilege. 
he first-mortgage bonds of the corporation 
amount to $10,000,000, Besides these there is 
the class of bonds known as the Berdell 
bonds, issued by the prior corporation, the 
Boston, Hartford & Erie. These, however, 
are not available in the manner of ordinary 
bonds, but are redeemable dollar for dollar 
face value in the stockof the new corpora- 
tion—the New York & New LEngiand. 
The total of these was $20,000,000. 
There has heretofore been no particu- 
lar inducement for holders of these bonds 
to make the exchange for stock, and up to a 
comparatively recent date only about one- 
third h been so exchanged.

A Boston Engineer Bobbed His Employ- 
ers of Enough Stock to Start a Dry 
Goods Store on Hi Own Hook,

dry-goods importers and dealers, have since 

March been robbed by Arthur A. Noyes, the 

engineer of the building, of goods amounting 

in value to over $15,000.

A RUINOUS CIVILIZATION, 

Mr. Moncure D. Conway, in his letter to 
the Cincinnati Commercial, asserts that 
John Bright is not alone in his opposition to 
the present policy of the Government in re- 
lation to Egypt, but that an “ Anti-Aggres- 
sion League” has been organized in Lon- 
don, which ineludes in its membership some 
of the ablest thinkersin England. At one 
of their recent meetings Mr. Frederic Uarri- 
son read a paper which has since been issued 
in pamphlet form, and has had a wide cirenu- 
lation, in whieh the actual condition of the 
native E£yptians is set forth very clearly and 
According to Mr. Harrison, the 
first efforts of England as a civilizer took the 


form of loans, incurred without the consent 
of the natives, and aggregating $575,000,000, 
at high rates of luterest,

As this effort at 
Egpyt to 
verge of bankruptcy, the eivil- 
placed 1,825 officials in positions

straighten things out. There are altogether 
something more than 60,000 civilizers in

pean is tax-free, but the native has to pay 12 
per cent annual value on his house. ‘The 
native driver has to pay a heavy tax on his 


miserable turnout, but the European can 
drive his untaxed pair. 


After having civil- 
ized the country with a $575,000,000 loan 
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all the elements of suecess about it, and 18 of 
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that character of bombast which compels 
adlmlration. He is certainly the only man in 
all Egypt who can do what he wants and go 
whither he chooses. One day he ts in Arabt 
Bey’s camp counseling the great rebel; the 
next he is with the Khedive making sugges- 
tions; next we hear of htm in communication 
with the Sultan. All his relations with the 
other Powers consist of warnings and per- 
emptory ers. The old man, as father of 
the Suez Canal, has evidently taken his child 
to his arms and is guing to take care of it all 
by himself, and it would not be strange if by 
setting France and England by the ears, and 
by reconciling Arabi Bey, the Sultan, 
and the Khedive, he will yet precipitate a 
European war or a war between England and 
France, and transfer the field of operations 
to Europe instead of Africa, while he will 
mount guard at Port Said, and his son Vic- 
tor at Suez, with his trusty tribe of Bedouins 
scattered all along between, and collect the 
tolls, while the other Powers are fighting it 
out ata safe distance away. The old hero 
has more than once in his canal schemes 
found himself confronted by obstacles which 
would have appalled a regiment of ordinary 
men, and fought his way out triumphantly. At 
the same time, if he should ever complete 
the Panama Canal and get it into working 
operation, and trouble should ensue, it be- 
comes a matter of considerable interest to 
this country to take time by the forelock and 
consider how large an army would be neces- 
sary to dislodge the formidable Power of De 
Lesseps and son. It is useless to talk about 
the haVy, as the two would simply smile at 
it, but by land operations conducted upon 
sufficient magnitude the tights of the coun- 
try might be saved as against this new one- 
man Power. 

THE IMPORT AND EXPORT. TRADE. 

The total value of the imports of mérchan- 
dise into the United States for the eleven 
months ended May 31, 18823, was 861,954, 802. 
The imports for the same period in the pre- 
ceeding year were $583,743,819. The increase 
was $78,210,088. The exports for the eleven 
months were $699,391,246 in 1882 and $835,- 
927,067 in 1881. Exclusive of coin shipments 
the balance of trade in favor of this country 
w as $37,496,444 in 1882 and 8255, 183,248 in 
1881. In 1881 the imports of gold and silver 
coin and builion exeeeded the exports by 
$01,168,658, whereas in 1882 the exports ex- 
eeeded the imports by $1,124,846. The actual 
coin balance in our favor in the former year

as compared witn the latter was therefore in 


round numbers $90,000,000, 
These figures do not accurately represent 
the true condition of affairs at the end of the 
fiscal year. The drain of coin increased in 
constantly accelerating ratio. We received 
$11,394,868 more than we sent away in Sep- 
tember, 1881, whereas we shipped In May, 
1882, $14,246,022 more than we received, The 
balance of trade was in our favor during the 
calendar year 1881; it has been largely 
against us during the calendar year 1882. 
These facts may be partly accounted for by 
considering that the effect of short creps did 
not immediately begin to make itself felt. 
We had a small surplus in 1881, and while it 
lasted all went well. But as soon as it was 
exhausted the balanceturned heavily against 
us. There was no reserve in the country. 
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share to the payment of the principal and

There is no feeling among the people of 
Illinois that the price they are paying for 
these benefits is too great. There is not 
much complaint of the grievousness of Na- 
tional taxation. The burden of it Is scarcely 
realized. Provided it can be shown that the 
money raised by taxation is necessary for 
the support of the Government, and that it is 
all wisely and ecdnomically disbursed, every 
citizen will pay his share without a murmur. 
But there is a very general feeling that 
the taxes are too high; that more 
is raised th ig necessary; and that 
the existen of a surplus of $100,- 
000,000 to $150,000,000 is a constant 
temptation to extravagance and jobbery. 
It is also felt that the debt is being paid off 
too rapidly, and that the fiction of a sinking 
fund is absorbing too many millions which 
might profitably be left in the possession of 
the people. The surplus is proof of bad 
financiering. It takes $2 or $8 per annum 
from each man, woman, and child in the 
United States and 810 to $15 from each head 
of a family, for which the Government con- 
fessedly has no use. It is not the duty of 
Congress to try to discover ways and means 
of spending this money, but to reduce tax- 
ation and leave the surplus in the hands of 
taxpayers. The people can be trusted to take 
care ot their own money and expend it wisely 
for their own purposes. 

In view of the enormous contribution of 
Illinois to the National Treasury, the returns 
whieh it gets in the River and Harbor bill or 
any other job of that nature are wholly un- 
equal to the share of the taxes which it pays.

‘The State 
of Illinois never comes out whole from any 
such tr@&Asaction. If it is proposed to float Mr. 
Robeson's monitors, or to subsidize an ocean 
line for Mr. Roach, or to grant excessive 
bounties to steel-rail manufacturers or sugar 
pools, the interior States such as Iinols 
cannot expect to gain much by the operation. 
They lose by the prohibitory tariff what the 
Eastern States gain, They have to help foot 
the bills for every ocean-subsidy job, but they 
enjoy none of the benefits. It is for their in- 
terest more than for that of any other group

It remains still a question to be 
answered, How are the 150,000 farmers to 
stop the 120,000 other people from drinking 
liquor? Voting a prohibitery “no” will not 
stop one man from drinking who otherwise 
would. In all those parts of Iowa, as well 
asin all parts of Kansas where the whole 
people are voluatarily teetotalers, no liquor, 
or but very little, will be drank, just as 
would be the case if no prohibitory enact- 
ment had been passed; but in all those parts 
of the State, especially of Iowa., where the 
people largely or generally drink, they. will 
continue to obtain and consume alcoholic 
beverages in the same quantities as before. 
This has already become the case in the 
towns of Kansas. 

The enforcement of a prohibitory law is 
and always will be an impossibility wherever 
the community is opposed to It. ‘The modes 
of evasion are legion, while the machinery 
of e e re is clumsy, corrupt, inefficient, 
and odious. The result is, that, instead of the 
promotion of temperance and abstemious 
habits, there is a perpetual cultivation of 
hypocrisy, secret and excessive drinking, and 
a general contempt for the law. its evasion 
is practiced. and encouraged by public 
opinion wherever the law is itself offensive 
to that publie opinion. In this way the law 
becomes coercive, and, as has been the case 
in all other States, it is apt to become a dead 
letter, as it is now in many parts of Maine, 
and as it had become so generally in Massa- 
chusetts that the law had to be repealed. 

It is, however, hardly possible to convince 
the fanatical classes. except by trial and fail- 
ure. The coercive rural teetotalers of Io wa 
are just now enjoying a wild dream, and they 
do not want to be waked up to any stubborn 
and disagreeable reality. In all ages of the 
world the policy of the church has been to 
make men good according to the religious 
standard by political coercion, hence the 
bloody, protracted, and abominable conform- 
ity persecutions and wars which have dis- 
graced the churches, Protestant as Well as 
Papal. 

There is really no remedial legal agency 
for the evils of intemperance equal to the 
earnest and rigorous license system, and 
time will demonstrate to the satisfaction of 
all classes its wisdom, and especially its 
efficacy. 

in Indiana there is an amendment to the 
State Constitution now pending similar to that 
recently adopted in Iowa. ‘This amendment 
has to be passed upon a second time by the 
Legisiature at the session next winter. If 
then approved by it, it will be submitted to 
the people in 1883 to be ratified or rejected. 
The nominations for the Legisiature and the 
elections of the members this year will large- 
ly turn on this question, in Ohio they have 
no direct liquor question before the people, 

but underneath the ordinary issue there is a 
strong feeling, one concerning a law of the 
State compelling an orderly observance ot 
Sunday, and the other concerning future 
legislation regulating the liquor traffic, which 
now pays no license-fee or tax. In this off 
year in politics these questions have come 
before the people, but, whatever year it may 
be considered, the weakest method of reforin 
that can be proposed is that included in a 
coercive vrohibitory ii uor law, imposed on 
one portion of the people ot the State by the 
mere majority vote ot the whole people, and 
forced on the people of all parts of the State 
by the votes of the people in one part,

or fifty millions, or nearly $10 per head— 
that is, ten times the tax of each Hindoo. 
Of this fifty millions, one-half is carried 
straight out of the country to foreign usur- 
ers. For centuries the fellah, or peasant, has 
been the prey of oppressors. but no 
Mosiem tax-gatherers ever imposed upon 
him anything like the burden borne 
under his European civilizers.” It was 
against English civiliaztion as mani- 
fested by 1,33 officials, paid almost 
$2,000,000 out of these taxes, by 60,000 
Europeans living upon the country and pay- 
ing no taxes, by foreign courts and foreign 
rule, and by half their revenue taken away 
from them, that Arabi Bey rose in revolt 
and gathered about him a native army. Had 
Engiand attempted this kind of civilization 
inany European or American State, what a 
howl of indignation would have run through 
the world! If a European or American 
Arabi Bey had appeared, what a hero he 
would have been! Does any one see a 
parallel between 1775 and 1882, between Alex- 
andria and Lexington, between the Egyptian 
fellaheen and the American farmers? 
— 


DE LESSEPS AND HIS ANA. 

It has been generally supposed that there 
are eight Powers interested, more or less, in 
the solution of the Egyptian question—name- 
ly: England, France, Egypt, Turkey, and 
Italy directly, and Spain, Russia, and Ger- 
many indirectly; but there now appears to 
be a ninth Power whe is entitled to be con- 
sidered one of the Great Powers, M. de Les- 
seps, whose bold genius and persistency con- 
ceived and executed the Suez Canal. The 
old man cannot at least be charged with 
want of pluck. It was only a few weeks ago 
that he stood in the tunnel projected be- 
tween England and France and talked trea- 
son by urging the tunnel company to go on 
with its work, notwithstanding the injunc- 
tion laid upon it by the English Govern- 
ment, and now we find him at Port 
Said singly and alone defying all En- 
rope. lle arrived there last Thurs- 
dayat the same time with the French and 
English fleets, the Admirals of which had 
intended to land men for the protection of 
the canal. De Lesseps, the ninth Power, 
forbade them to land, and they did not, He 
then notified De Freycinet that the canal was 
in no danger; that he had prevented the 
landing of the troops, and all that his Gov- 
ernment had. to do was to invest him with 
the authority and he would see to it that no 
danger happened to the great Highway. On 
the next day he noted the French war ves- 
sels that they must not cruise in its waters 
any more, and they obeyed him. Qn the next 
day he warned the English vessels out of it, 
and out they went He sent Arabi 
Bey assurances that if he would leave 
the canal alone neither France nor 
Italy should touch him. He addressed 
the people at Port Said and told them that 


the French and English had come among 


them as host@e strangers, and that they must 
not allow them to come on shore, and they at 
once made such a belligerent demonstration 
that the vessels have kept a healthy distance 
from shore. When he received the news 
that an English troop-ship was on its way to 
Ismailia, he coolly sent word that he and his 
son Victor should prevent them from land- 
ing, and no news has yet. been received that 
the English redoubtables have set foot on 
shore, Flushed with his successes, he now 
notifies the other eight Powers that if they 
encroach too closely upon his bailiwick he 
will take a tribe of Bedouins and fight all 
Europe. . 


This is not all braggadocio. It it is it has 
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sail, 

Tne increase in imports has been quite 
general along the Whole line. We bought 
abroad in 1882 more cotton-goods, mapu- 
factures of iron and steel, sugar, tobacco, 
wine, perfumery, silk, etc. in 1882 than in 
1881. There was little difference as between 
staple commodities and luxuries. In the 
eleven months ending May 31, 1882, there 
were brought into this country 8,478,224 bush- 
els of potatoes valued at $4,389,510, whereas 
in the corresponding period of the preceding 
year the quantity was 1,873,524 bushels and 
the value $751,005. The value of the dress- 
goods imported was $5,500,000 more in 1882 
than in 1881—a sure token of increasing pros- 
perity and an easy money market. Super- 
fluous dress-goods are the last evidence of 
an extravagant spirit, The men. indulge 
themselves first. 

The falling-off in exports was equally uni- 
form but greater in degree. We lost $5,- 
500,000 in the live-animal trade, $18,000,000 
in corn, $48,000,000 in wheat, $8,000,000 in 
flour, $47,000,000 in raw cotton, and about 
$35,000,000 in provisions, The only article 
in which there was a considerable gain was 
petroleum, the exportations of which in- 
creased by about $12,000,000, 

The coming in of the new crop may turn 
the tide slightly; but as corn is not promis- 
ing well, and it is the backbone of our foreign 
trade in provisions and live animals, it may 
not be wise to depend too much on relief 
from this direction. Manifestiy the inflation 
ot prices in this country, owing to the re- 
dundancy of the currency, must operate as a 
constant cause to draw foreign merchandise 
here and to prevent competition on equal 
terms of our manufacturers with those of 
other nations. There has been avery slight 
growth in the export trade of the iron and 
steel. and woolen and cotton manufacturers. 
But all foreign sales of this description are 
but a drop in the bucket as compared with 
the exportations of the products of the farm. 


NATIONAL TAXES PAID BY ILLINOIS. 

The income of the National Government 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1883 (pro- 
vided there is no reduction of taxes), will be, 
in round numbers, $410,000,000, Of this 
amount $220,000,000 will be derived from cus- 
toms and $170,000,090 from internal revenue, 
All the taxes, with a few unimportant excep- 
tions, are indirect—that is to say, the burden 
falls ultimately upon consumers of the ar- 
ticles taxed. The taxes are so skillfully dis- 
guised and concealed in the prices of com- 
modities that consumers are not themselves 
aware to what an extent they are contribut- 
ing to the support of the Government when 
they buy articles that are subject to customs 
or internal- revenue dues. b 

It the present population of the United 
States is 52,000,000 and the sum of the taxes 
for National purposes $410,000,000, the aver- 
age per capita tax must be $7.88%. The taxes 
for the support of the General Govern- 
ment by Illinois, estimating the population 
at 3,250,000, are about $25,600,000 per annum. 
The taxes paid by the people of Cook Coun- 
ty, on the same basis, amount to $5,120,000 
perannum. This rough calculation presup- 
poses that the people of Lilinois and Cook 
County consume the average quantity of 
taxed articles per capita. They probably 
consume more than the average, They are 
a prosperous people, and the comforts and 
even the luxuries of. life are in more than 
average demand among them. The sum of 
the taxes paid by the people of Llinois to 
the General Government is therefore over 
$25,600,000 rather than under that amount. 

What return does. Illinois get for the 
$25,000,000 that her people pour annually 
into the coffers of the General Government ? 
They have the protection of the laws and the 
courts. They have a partnership interest in 
the army, and another partnership interest 
in the navy—such as itis. They have pen- 
sions for the soldiers living in this State. 
They have the privilege of contributing their 
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.recollect him as

In fact, he hada 
rather Oriental cast of countenance, and ten 
years’ residence in Africa would have certainly 
increased the resemblance, Dressed in the 
Egyptian garb, I ean imagine that Dumonteil 
would make a fine-looking Arab. The other 
day 1 saw a picture of Arabi Bors and was 
startied at his striking likeness to Dumonteil. 
Indeed, no one who knew the latter would hesi- 
tate in identifying the picture as that of the 
quondam confectioner. There was a peculiar 
expression about Dumonteil's mouth which is 
closely reproduced in the picture. This re- 
semblance, coupled with the fact of Dumonteil's 
resence in Egypt, assures me that he is the 
iwyptian leader who is just now giving the

Ir is now reported that a bark containing 
quinine and quinidine, and currently known as 
Cuprea cinchona, imported trom Colombia, has 
recently had a sale in England comparable to 
the entire amount of the importation of cin- 
chona-bark from ali other countries. The 
affinities of the tree which produces it, hitherto 
unknown. have been traced out by M. Triana, 
who-has found that the bark is chietiy derived 
from two species of Remijia, a.genus of which 
no species was previousiy known to contain 
quinine. The tree is likely to prove valuable 
for cultivation in countries where malarial 
fevers abound. It grows at an elevation of from 
600 to 8,800 fect above the sea, where even red 
cinchona will not flourish. Here is a chance for 
our Philadelphia quinine grinders. Let this 
tree be transplanted to Pennsylvania, and there 
cultivated, and when it becomes prolific in bark, 
Congress will not be so hardhearted as to refuse 
that protection toa native and infant industry 
which it now refuses to the energetic labor em- 
ployed in grinding the imported bark.

CROWE, OF PEORIA. 


He Invites Subscriptions to the Stock 
of a Dynamite Manufactory—Engiand 
to Be Aunihbilated. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Peoria, III., July 31.—The Transcript of 
tomorrow will contain the following: ‘There 
are broad intimationsafioat that citizen Crowe 
has already held his convention and that it 


was attended in Chicago by a number of 


prominent Irish-Americans from different 
sections of the country. The proceedings 
were kept secret so successfully that no in- 
formation of the meeting being held was con- 
veyed to the press. It now leaks out, how- 
ever, that sume arrangements were made the 
immediate returns from which, Crowe 
says, will be heard in a month or less. 
Among those who are said to have been 
present were Maj. Horgan, of New York, 
Lat H. Collins, of Boston, several friends“ 
from Fall River, and a delegation from the 
Pacific coast. It is described as having been 
a union convention of the Clan-na-Gael or- 
ganization and the dynamite faction. Crowe, 
upon being interrogated regarding the mat- 
ter by the Transcript, replied that the fore- 
going statement is, in effect, correct, and 
then produced the subjoined card, which is 
printed for the benefit and information of all 
concerned. The understanding is that 
the “dynamite school” referred to 
therein is nothing more or less 
than a factory for the manufacture 
of bombs and other explosives to be 
used by the Crowe-Rossa dynamite faction 
in its“ war” against England. The card 
is as follows:

This ordinance shall not take effect 
until the said persons named in Sec. 1, or the 
survivors of them or their successors, shall exe- 
cute a bond to the said City of Uhicago in the 
penal sum of $5),000, with sureties satisfactory 
to cue Mayor of the City of Chicago, conditioned 
to lademnify and save barmiess the City of Chi- 
cago of and from all damages which may be oc- 
casioned, or which in any Way may accrue, or 
arise, or grow out of the exercise by thein, or 
the survivors of them or their successors, of the 
privile bereby granted. 

Sc. 10. The lability of said persong named in

DAMP AND FOUL CELLARS AND BASE- 
: MENTS 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
Cu1caao, July 31.—Just now, at midsummer, 
allow me to say a word on what is no doubt one 
ot the main causes of disease, whether in city 


or country. {refer to damp and flithy base- 


al

sewer or gas pipe, to a con- 
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meatsand cellars. The Health Departments 
are expected to Ibo after the condition of 
streets and alleys. is is all very well as far as 
as jt goes, and should not be negiccted. But it 
is my opinion that there is at least a hundred 
times more harm in foul basements than in the 
out-door streets and alleys. The latter are ex- 
posed to the puritymg effects of the air, while, 


generally, the former are — dnd sag ng ven- 
pa so at — rs air inevitably finds its — 


use. 
Especiatiy is this the case lu a city like this 
where the surface water keeps the ground so 
mvist to within three or four feet of the sur- 
face. Four remedies may ve used for counter- 
acting this dampness: first, constant ventiia- 
tion by opening windows on opposit sides of the 
celiar and keeping them open, especially in dry 
weather; secoud, drain-tiling;: thir using 
water-proof cement for bottom of cellar; fourth, 
making a fire udw and then to dry the rooms. 
Of course, if all these remedies could be made 
use of it would be well. 

But aside from the natural dampness of most 
of our basements. what is even worse is the 
filthy and negiected condition of such rooms. 
The writer this spring moved intoa nice house 
which had beeu apparently well kept. On ex- 
amination the basement was found to be any- 
thing but clean. Old rags, paper, rotten wood, 
etc., stuffed into tis or that crevice:. old 
clothes, oid er ery, old shoes, 
old rubbers, oid umbrellas, old mit- 
tens, and socks were in turn raked out 
and all recking with dampness and covered with 
mold. The good ladies up-stairs no doubt bad 
taken pains to bave everything there clean and 
tidy; but of how much more consequence, as 
far as the health of children was concerned, was 
the condition of the apartment beneath their 


feet? 

Had the Health Officer\come along and found 
that amount of disease engendering débris in 
the alley near by, be would have made com- 

laint. And yet it would dave been compara- 
ively harmless. But while concealed, perhaps 
for years in the dark ceilar, the exhalations con- 
Stantiy rising through crevices and being in- 
haied by the family—not a word would bave 
been said, Sickness might come, and no one 
would know what was the catise. Sensible peo- 
ple willsurely examine the condition of their 
cellars and bascments. |

A FATAL KICK. 


James McNamara Assaults His Wife in 
a Drunken Passien and Injures Her so 
Severely that Death Eusues— Arrest of 
the Husband. 

The death of Mrs. Josaphine McNamara under 
suspicious circumstances, the refusai of the at- 
tending physician to furnish a certificate of 
death, and tonsiderable talk among the 
neighbors, aroused the interest of the Des- 
plaines street police, and an  investiga- 
tion resuited in the arrest of James 
McNamara, the woman’s busband, who 
is now locked up awaiting the action of the Cor- 
oner's jury. From a rst glance the case looked 
like the most brutal of murders concluding a 
long period of abuse and cruelty, the only evi- 
dence wanting to make it certain being the ab- 
sence of any wound or injury upon the body of 
the dead woman. 

McNamara and his wife resided at No. 101 
South Clinton street, where she iet furnished 
rooms. He is a carriage-biacksmith by trade, 
and for the past eighteen years has been in the 
employ of George W. Bohanan, at No. 
58 West Madison street. in his sober 
senses McNamara seems to have been a decent 
sort of fellow, but was completely changed 
when under the influence of liquor. Saturday 
bight between midnight and 1 o'clock, Mary 
Ryan, a friend of Mra. McNamara, was 
sleeping in the room adjoining that occupied 
by McNamara and his wife, was awakened by 


cries of murder, and the sound of a beavy tali in 
the next room. Jumping from der bed and run- 
ning into the sitting-roomsbe saw Mrs. sicNa- 
mara yh 3 upon the floor unable to move. Very 
much frightened she asked what the troubie 
was, and received, a reply to the effect that 
“Jim” bad abused her, having struck or 
jum upon her, the blow falling between ber 
shoulders. The husband, who was drunk, 
stood iv the bedroom in dis stocking 
feet, and made no move whatever to assist the 
prostrate woman. Miss Ryau called up one of 
the boarders named Thomas Healy and got 
bim to assist ber. Mrs. McNamara, who 
seemed to be paralyzed below the waist, 
complained of an awful pain in the 
neck, which was stiff, and would not allow them 
to move ber, not even enough to place a pillow 
under her head. Karly Sunday morning Dr. 
Phillips, who das an ohe at the 
corner of and Madison streets, 
was called in to see der, and she 
there in the presence of ber husband toid the 
Doctor that Zim had kicked her between the 
shoulders. “Jim” denied the charge. and an 
examination of Mrs. McNamara’s back failed to 
reveal any external evidence of a biow 
baving been received. That she was 
com pietely paralyzed below the hips was very up- 
parent from her insensibility to pain below that 
pomt. The doctor prescribed a quieting 
potion and left ber. She passed tie night 
fairly weil, but grew worse yesterday morn- 
ing, becoming delirious, and developing 
some unfavorabie symptoms. The doctor was 
called again, but was unabie to relieve her to 
any great extent, aud she died a fo minutes 
so last evening. McNamara’s arrest 
oliowed in the course of a few hours, anda 
TRIBU NB reporter visited him in bis cell at the 
Despiaines Street Station. He was somewhat 
under the influence of liquor, enough 80 to 
make his enunciation thick, but he stili seemed 
to know what he was talking about. He denied 
having bed any trouble with his wife 
Saturday night. He claims that he went 
directi home fran his work, and that 
after do some small work about the house he 
went out. While out he draak some, not enough 
to make him drunk, he claims, and then went 
home. His wife, ne said, was taken sick about 
10 6oelock Saturday night, be 
couldn't for the ne of dim tell what 
bad caused ber death. He had $ll with him 
when arrested, which was afterward turned 
overto Mr. Bobanon's bookkeeper, to be used 
in having the boy properly looked after. After 
leaving McNamara the reporter called upon Dr. 
Phillips at his residence, No. 45 West Adams 


street. 

It strikes me,” said the Doctor, in reply to 
the repurter’s question. that death was caused 
by a partial fracture of some of the vertebra 
and a consequent laceration of the spinal coré. 
Small Dliooed- vessels may have been ruptured by 
a sudden blow, and the pressure of the blood 
upon the spinal cord may bave caused the 
paralysis and death.”’ 

“Is it not singular that there was not exter- 
nal evidence of the wound, no discoloration to 
indicate that a blow bad been struck?’

The woman told me so her- 
self, and her busband has frequently i- 
treated her before—at least,that is what she told 
me. Some time ago when she was ino a delicate 
condivion sbe came to me ali bruised up, and 
after hearing her story I told der husband that 
if be didu't let up on that sort of treatment I 
would have bim arrested on my own responsi- 
bility. From that time until the birth of 
her child Mrs. McNamara suffered immunity 
from the blows and abuse of the husband, but 
as 8000 us she got well enough to be arouad he 
recommenced bis foriner habits of brutality. If 
be treated ber as she says de did, and 
I bvelleve she told the truth, it was 
torture personitied and refined. Women are in- 
ferior beings. physically of course, 1 don't refer 
to their mentaicalibre, and such treatment as 
he gave his wife must have been simply hor- 
rible. She seemed to be a hard- work ing woman, 
and ran the house there, letting rooms and pay- 
ing expenses while her —— was carousing 
around spending iis wages in having a good 
time.”’

“ Hiardly, iu this case, becuuse Mrs. McNamara, 
80 far us have been able to see, was a woman 
in fairly good health, and bad nothing the mat- 
ter with ber that would have brought ona the 
paralysis.”

aaid hat Jun was too fond of drink, but that 
when sober there was not a better busband or 
workman iathe city. He knew nothing of the 
way in which he treated his wife when under the 
influence ot liquor. 

The post-wortem examination to be held this 
morning will determine conciusively the cuuse 
of deuth and the inquest will decide upon Mc- 
Namara’s responsibility fur his wife's deata.

Arabi Pasha-The Medjaz Pilgcrims— 
Religious Festival at Tantah. 
New York Herald. 

The position of Arabi, now undoubtedly 
influenced for the first time by a hostile fiat 
from Constantinople, is characteristic of 
the methods of Oriental chieftains, civil, re- 
ligious, or military, when brought to bay. 
The Khalifate, about which so much is writ- 
ten, is simply an idle dream in the Kast. If 
the forests of toleration were to grow in the 
Eastern world for several centuries very 
little timber could be furnished out of which 
to erect the Oriental structures of which 
Arabi seemingly dreams. Of course he has 
made the Moslem world believe in his ardor, 
patriotism, and religious devotion; and this 
is why the authorities in Constantinople 
have been so lukewarm in staytng the con- 
fusion in government and popular rioting of 
the last few weeks in Egypt. That Arabi 
can retire to the Soudan with a considera- 
bie force, that he can there nourish 
them and find a population in sympa- 
thy with his alms, there is no doubt; for it 
is now more than half a céntury since a reso- 
lute man with weapons has hadeven a tem- 

rary hold among the modern Egyptians 
— their ——f. subjects. Any one well 
acquainted with a man of Arabi's nature in 
the Kast—and it is phenomenal—would read- 
ily declare that he will do the best thing for 
himself, cost what it may. It has been given 
out that this bold adventurer despised the 
career of Napoleon I.; yet it is true through- 
out Egypt that the life of no man is more 
sonetnnal studied and pondered upon than 
that of the First Consul. It was and has 
been for years the strange infatuation ot 
Boys and Pashas; and doubtless now Arabi is 
only playing a very deep game, the result of 
which a few weeks Will tragically illustrate.

RB. M. Shaffaecr Explains the Charge 
Against Him that He Betrayed Mis 
Client. 
Judge Blodgett was engaged yesterday in hear- 

ing the motion to reinstate the case of Jacob 

Ammon Sr. against Henry C. Dent, B. D. Meek, 

John Warren, and others. This was a bill to set 

aside a conveyance of some property in Wood- 

ford County. Ammon claims that bis attorney, 

B. M. Shaffner, a short time ago induced him to 

sign a paper which he represented was a receipt, 

but which turned out to be a stipulation to dis- 
miss the suit, and on which the suit was soon 
after dismissed. 

A number of affidavits were filed to contra- 
dict tuts charge, which put a very different view 
on the matter. Foremost among them waa, of 
course, Shaffner’s own affidavit, in which he de- 
nies flatly and very vigorously all of Ammon’s 
accusations. He says he was casually intro- 
duced to Ammon in the Custom-House some 
time ago, and the latter immediately began on 
the subject of his suit, saying he had been re- 
peatediy sold out by his lawyers, and wanted 
some one to take hia case. Shaffner agreed to 
take itif it appeared to be a meritorious one, 
but never promised to get a decree in four 
weeks. On the contrary, he always represented 
that the iitigation would be tedious, though Am- 
mou offered him $1,500if ne would hurry the 
case up. Ammon then struck Shaft ner for $1 
and went back to lowa, as he said, to sel 
some farm stock and raise money, and 
Shaifner went to Metamora and other piace to 
bunt up evidence. His success was not very 
flattering, for he discovered that Ammou's rep- 
reseotauions were quite untrue, and that be had 
a rather bad egg for a client, as Ammon ap- 

ared to have an unenviable record of retain- 
ng lawyers and oot paying them for their serv- 
ices. turning, Shaffner met Ammon here, 

told him be had a very r case, and advised a 

compromise, to which Ammon agreed. A com- 

promise was finally effected on the agreement 
that Ammon should receive $500, and he sigued 
the stipulation to dismiss with full knowledge 
of what he was dos.

Annual Session of the National 
Council of the Amalgamat- 
ed Association. 


The Body Represents a Member- 
ship of 48,000 Skilled 
Laborers, 


No Change in the Demand of the Strik- 
ers for Increased Wages. 


The annual session of the National Council of 
the Amalgamated Association of [ron and Steel- 
Workers begins this morning at 10 o'clock in 
Greenebaum’s Hall, on Fifth avenue, between 
Randolph and Washington streets, and will last 
some eight or ten days. 

About 250 delerates, one from each of the 
mills in various parts of the United States em- 
braced in the Amalgamated Association, are in 
the city. 

Among the delegates is John Jarrett, of Pitts- 
burg, President of the association, and now 
serving his third term as the bead of the organ- 


ization. 

A reporter called upon Mr. Jarrett yesterday 
at the Palmer House, and in an interview ob- 
tained the following im formation concerning 
the Amalgamated Association, the object of 
the present conference, and the labor question 
as viewed from the men’s standpoint. 

Mr. Jarrett, naturally a personage of interest 
as the head of one of the most powerful labor 
organizations in the country, is of medium hight, 
rather slightly buiit, and about 40 years of age 

He wears a dark mustache and beard, and 
speaks with a slightly English accent. 

He makes a most agreeable impression, and is 
evidently a quiet, unassuming man of good abill-

Mr. Jarrett stated, in reply to the reporter’s

Utica, N. V.. July 30.—The hop-yards of 
Central New York are centres of absorbing 
interest just now—not alone to the owners 
and their families, but to consumers of hops 
everywhere. There are virtually no hops in 
the country back of 1881. The English crop 
of 1882 is a failure. The German crop is 
counted short by foreign circulars. The 
American crop is short in its New York 
contingent, but claimed to be equal to the 
average in California and Wisconsin. These 
are three of the principal hop-growing States 
of the Union, and New York is the chi 
And, while hops are raised in perhaps a thitd 
of the counties of this State, the so-called 
“Kent of America“ is composed of the Coun- 
ties of Oneida, Madison. Otsego, Chenango, 
and Herkimer. In chose counties the vines 
are now in full blossom, and it is possible to 
make a trustworthy estimate—barring de- 
struction by vermin and weather—otf the 
yield of 1882, 

Few yards throughout this district escaped 
injury from winter-kul. Some were so badly 
hurt that they were abandoned entirely. 
Others were spotted with vacant hills, and in 
many instances the vine was so weakened 
by the weather that it died on the way up the 
pole. The shortage thus provided for was 
in a measure made good by new yards which 
came into bearing this year for the first time. 
The surface increase of bearing acreage in 
Central New York is probably 5 per cent 
over 1881. From this the loss by winter-kill 
must be deducted. In Oneida County the 
winter-damage is claimed by growers to be 
from 15 to 3 per cent: in Madison County, 
about the same; in Otsego, fully 33 per cent; 
in Chenango and Herkimer, about 20. 

Such being the ground-prospect claims, 
what do the blossoms say? 1 have made a 
long trip through the Counties of Oneida 
and Madison, and this is what I saw: The 
yards are not so bushy as last year and 1880. 
The bearing arms do not stand as thickly to- 
22 nor begin so far down the vine. This 

noticeably true of the oloer varieties. The 

Humphreys, which form a mere fraction of 
the whole, look best of all, and promise 
near! 7 average yield. Generally speak- 
ing, blossoms are thick at the top of the 

poles, but the cross arms of the branches are 

shorter than in full-bearing years. Thus the 
blooming vines are not at their best, and the 
number of vines in old yards is from one- 
seventh to one-fifth short of 1881. Growers 
hold to the view that the crop, if it harvests 
up to its present promises, will de one- 
fourth short of that of last year. 

I think dealers and drewers are 
right in saying this is a too 

gloomy (or bright as the case may be) view: 

and that a decrease of 10to 15 per cent is a 

fair calculation at this time. In Madison 

County the outlook is nearly as good. In 


. Chenango and Herkimer about 20 per cent, 


and in Otsego fully 25 to 30 per cent, short- 
age can be counted on. 

Ang weather has been all that growers 
could ask for a month past; and. if it con- 
tinue favorable and vermin spare the vine, 
Central New York will harvest within 15 to 
20 _ cent of as many pounds of hops as in 


Vermin have appeared more or less, as is 
usual, throughout the district; but as yet 
not more than half a dozen yards are said to 
de suffering from this cause. 

Hop-growers who hold today thet 1881 
hops are few in Central Nea’ York. The 
few are happy and unwilling to sell at 50 
cents—a price that has not been reached be- 
fore since the flush period preceding the 
panic of 1873. Hops can be raised at a bare 
profit at 12 cents per pound. They are 

a good crop at 15 cents—a bonanza at 
50. One grower in Southern Oneida—the 
only one in his town who has his crop of last 
year—has 341 bales. At an average of 186 
pounds per bale, he can take, at 50 cents 
per pound, $51,713 for his product. At 20 
cen at which the majority of owers 
sold, he could have made a good profit on his 
year’s farming by pocketing $12,682. The 
advance of a few weeks has put within his 
reach aclear gain of $19,000. And-yet he 
will not sell. He is looking to see 
hops worth 75 cents. He is not 
a speculator. He holds an honest 
crop and looks for an honest 
protit. He is an intelligent man, and as well 
posted on hops as any dealer. He says there 
are no hops back of 1881; that England must 
have hops—more than Germany with its 
short crop can spare; that the United States 
can use and needs all the hops it has ana will 
raise this year: that, with an estimated short- 
age in the world’s crop of 290,000 bales, 
“hops are hops, and he intends to have the 
protit that is to be made on his holdings. 

Picking in this region will begin between 
the 15th and the Wth of August, and be con- 
cluded by the 12th of September. J. H. C.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened dull ana steady, except for the 
Southwesterns and Lake Shore, which were 
strong. All day the market remained listless, 
with more tendencies to a further decline than 
to a rally. The big operators were reported 
to be doing nothing, and the room-traders were 
hammering the market. Money was active, and 
was bid up to 8 per cent, closing at 5 per cent. 
At the close stocks showed a slight recovery in 
prices, which was declared to be the result of 
bidaing up by the professional operators. 

Fishing fur stop orders was continued, and 
some of them were caught, adding considerably 
to the demoralization of the whole list. 

Exagrerated reports of yellow fever were 
used among other influeaces to bear stocks. 

The rains of the last day or two have added 
millions of dollars to the prospective value of the 
corn crop, the only one our of cereals which is 
below par. This cannot fail to have its effect on 
the stock market. 

At Long Branch, West End gossip said that all 
the large traders and representatives of tne 
leading brok concerns in the street who 
were at the nch ower Sunday were believers 
in a further considerabie rise in the stock mar- 
ket, but someof them thought there might be a 5 
per cent reaction first. The latter was Russell 
Sage’s expectation, and he was looking for a de- 
cline of about 5 per cent first. Sage has a great 
many calls on Western Union falling duc, and 
the brokers say it is he who is keeping the stock 
down. Woerishoffer talked like a demoralized 
bull who had sold his stocks. It was reported 
from Saratoga’ Mr. Vanderbiit bad offered to 
wager Fred Gould from $1,000 up to $100,000 that 
Lake Sbore would sell at 125 before 110 again. 
Bets were made that Lak@® Shore would sell 
at 120 this week. Brokefs reported that 
Keene was a little bearish Saturday, and it was 
he who distributed the yellow-fever news in the 
market. Keene bas a lot of Louisville & Nash- 
vilie calls out at 70 which expired yesterday. 
The bears on the Vanderbilts had rumors in cir- 
culation Saturday of cut rates by the trunk 
lines. The Gould people continue very bullish, 
and they think the stock market retains a great 


deal of real strength considering the bammering 
ot bears and the large realizing by weak-kneed 


bulls. The dry-goods people report that the 
heaviest jobbing trade with the South is nearly 
over. Now the retailers are buying fall and 
winter goods. This trade bas been unusualiy 


If cotton turns out as 
well, a big spring trade will be assured. There 
is said to be a pool in Burlington, Cedar Rapids 
& Northern for higher prices this week. The 
Denver pool tell their friends the latter is good 
for a 5 per cent advance before Wednesday 
night. The stock of the Cincinnati, New Or- 
leans & Texas Railroad Company, in which there 
is an overissue, is not dealt in on the New York 
Exchange. A beavy and damaging rain-storm 
passed over Western Kansas Saturday night and 
Sunday morning and through Minnesota. Alarm 
is felt in Minnesota for wheat, Mats, and rye. 

In discussing the probabilities of an attempt 
by the professional speculators to break stocks 
by a manipulation of the money market, the 
Evening Post says that with $15,500,000 of money 
to come out of the Treasury, beginning next 
Tuesday, it seems early in the season to attempt, 
with a fair chance of success, to run up the rates 
for money 80 as to shake out margin-holders of 
stocks.

A decline in extra lard oil was 
the only change noted. Bugging was firm. Coal 
and pig-iron were quoted as before. The de- 
mand tor dry goods was unimproved.

There is still a lack of activity in the 
boot and shoe, clothing, and millinery goods 
markets. Groceries are in good request and 
average firm.

The figure $1.10 was picked as 
a point from which to reckon margins for the 
protection of the shorts as against the longs, 
chat is all. The price yesterday was a long way 
above $1.10. 

Several of the July shorts in spring wheat, 
who had tendered winter on Saturday, witharew 
their tenders yesterday and put up margins as 
called for. Some of them said they had only 
made the tender because others nad offered it to 
them, and they desired to stand clear as between 
two fires. Others said they put up margins only 
to protect themselves from having the wheat 
bought in by the boys and the difference charged 
up. One or two complained that this course had 
been construed into an acknowledgment that 
they bad been in the wrong. A great deal of 
money was put up in margins, which will per- 
baps be locked up for several weeks — maybe 
months, pending the settlement of the difficulty. 
It was claimed by the longs that the parties who 
tried to deliver winter for spring have not a leg 
to stand on, as the board expressly refused on

on. 

The effort to findout from people who know 
how the deal in July wheat stands is not very 
successful, so far. Some who are generally woll 
posted think thata fortnight ago there was a 
little over 10,000,000 bu out, and that nearly two- 
thirds of thishas been settled since then, leav- 
ing not far from 4,000,000 bu yet in abeyance, 
most of it being on account of-parties in or near 
St. Louis. That quantity would involve $1,000,- 
000 on a difference of Wo per bu, which is what 
some peopie say they expect to be alloweg by a 
committee, being the difference betweefi $1.10 
and $1.35. 

The settlement price for overplus tard deliv- 
ered on August contract has been fixed at $12.05. 

No. 2 oats closed yesterday at e cash, or lio 
above the closing price of July 31 last year. 
There were in store in this city July 29, last year, 
3,471,002 bu of oats, as against 41,175 bu the same 
date this year. The visible supply of oats July 
2 this year was 1,187,204 bu, while that of July 
23 last year was 7,511,000 bu. 

The first car of new barley was received from 
Nebraska yesterday, graded No, 3, was good 
weight, and sold at 750.

The Sensational Story Regarding the 
Schooner Explorer, 

An account was published lately of the gup- 
posed causeof the sinking of the schooner Ex- 
plorerin Lake Huron in 1867,in which it was 
said that her hull bore evidence of having been 
scuttled, and that a number of seamen had 
probably been lost in the wreck—the body of one 
man being found in the cabin. The Goderich 
Star of July 28 explodes most of these state- 
ments as sensational and without foundation. 
The vessel was loaded not witb * whisky or goods 
valued at 618.000.“ but with goods for Collins“ 
Inlet, where Capt,Waddell had large mills, and 
valued at $2,000, as was vouched for by respecta- 
ble firms, some of whom are now in existence, 
and which were insured for $1,500. Tre vessel! 
cost . O, and her hull was insured for the voyage 
fur $2,500. Capt. Waddell left the vessel on find- 
ing her sinking, calling to the men below with- 
out receiving any response, and only reached 
Owen Sound after five days in an open boat, 
which left himina pitiable state, and delirious 
for two weeks after his arrival. The Star adds; 
Wo bave ourselves examined the bottom of the 
vessel for auger-holes or signs where some had 
been plugged up, but could tind none. There 
were no seletons found in the vessel when 
raised, as reported. The door of the cabin was 
pulled off by a vessel grappling for the wreck.

PROHIBITION. | 


Reply of Neal Dow to Thurlow Weed. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

PORTLAND, Me., July 8.— In the New York 
Tribune of the 9th inst. appeared an article 
by Thurlow Weed under the title of * Wine 
as a Remedy for Intemperance.“ I sent an 
answer to that paper, which appeared a few 
days afterwards. There was nothing in Mr. 
Weed’s article itself that called for any rp- 
ply. It was only a reproduction of what has 
been running the rounds of the anti-Jem- 
perance press for a quarter of a century. I 
noticed it only for the reason that Mr. Weed 
isamanof markin the country, and any- 


thing said by him is likely to attract public: 


attention, and to have great weight with a 
large class of people. 

Mr. Weed is one ot many able men who 
have ventured to instruct the people as 
to the best mode of dealing with the 
intemperance of the country, being 
themselves utterly ignorant of the whole 
matter. I do not believe there 
is any other great public question that such 
men would freely speak of and unite upon 
without first knowing something of it them- 
selves; but upon this subject they do not 
hesitate to do so. Tuer Cuicaco TrIbuNE 
has given a very wide additional circulation 
to Mr. Weed’s article, which puts me in a 
position in which I would not like to stand 
before the public; and I therefore ask that I 
may have space in its columns for a brief 
reply. Mr. Wood says: 

After more than forty years of earnest 
and persistent efforts, Prohibitory Liquor 
laws have signally failed to promote the 
cause of Temperance. Maine laws have 
been so generally either violated or evaded 
as to satisfy calm thinkers that drunkards 
are not to be reformed by Prohibitory enact- 
ments. The great champion of Prohibition, 
Neal Dow, worn out by long years of indom- 
itable efforts, has announced his intention to 
retire.” 

This sentence is the key to the whole of 
Mr. Weed’s article, and there is not one 
word of it true to the facts. I am far from 
attributing to him any intentional misstate- 


ment; he is only writing of a matter of 
which he knows nothing. As to myself, 1 
was never more active in temperance-work 
than now, and never so full of hope, heart, 
and confident expectation of the triumph of 
the cause in the near future. After more 
than thirty years (not forty) of experience 
of the benefits of Prohibition, calm think- 
ers” the world over, among all English- 
speaking people, have deliberately formed 
the conelusion that there is no other effectual 
way of dealing with the hideous curse of in- 
temperance than to put away from among 
men all temptations to it and facilities for it. 
Accordingly, we find that in every English- 
speaking community protection from the 
tremendous evils of the liquor-traffic, by 
sharp and stern Prohibition, is attracting 
public attention far more than it has ever 
done before; and in many localities, in for- 
elan lands as well as in ours, almost to the 
exclusion of other public questions. There 
was never a time in the history of Temper- 
ance-reform when there was so general an 
agreement as now among Temperance- 
workers in the wisdom, efficiency, and neces- 
* of Prohibition to the liquor-trafiic. 

The agitation for Prohibition has been go- 
ing on in England since 1853, when in June 
of that year seven gentlemen of Manchester 
met in an upper chamber of the Merchants’ 
Exchange and formed the “ United Kingdom 
Alliance for the Total and Immediate Legis- 
lative Suppression of the Liquor-Tratftic.” 
That society is now great and strong, spend- 
ing upon its work $120,000 a year, and having 
among its officers and active members many 
of the foremost men of the country in every 
walk of life—strong thinkers as -well as 
“calm thinkers.” or many years it has 
pushed. its work at the polling-booths and 
into Parliament; and at last, after many ad- 
verse divisions in the House of Commons, they 
have been rewarded for all their money and 
labor by two votes in their favor by in- 
creased majorities; and Mr. Gladstone has 
promised to bring ina bill representing the 
will of the House. In that country there is 
no question attracting so much publie at- 
tention as this, except just now that of Ire- 
land and that of Egypt. 

In England there are now nearly 1,500 
parishes in which the liquor-traffic is pro- 
hibited, and in which,in fact,it no longer 
exists. There are in London several districts 
from which the trafficis excluded. This is 
true also of a large district of Birmingham, 
Liverpool, and Manchester. In Yorkshire, 
Saltaire,a large manufactu town, has 
absolute Prohibition; and thid is true of Scot- 
land, Ireland and Wales, for the~whole of 
Sunday, except that in Ireland five large 
cities are exempt from the Prohibition; but 
Parliament has now upon its calender a bill 
withdrawing this exemption. This Sunday- 
Prohibition in those parts of the Kingdom 
has been productive of such great results for 
good that many petitions are now before 
Parliament to have “Sunday-closing’”’ for 
England, which will certainly be adopted. 

In Ireland, Besbrook, a large linen manu- 
facturing town, has had Prohibition for more 
than twenty years, as has also a large district 
of country in County Tyrone, more than six- 
ty-two miles square. Itis the great suecess 
of Prohibition in all the districts I have men- 
tioned that gives persistence and force to the 
agitation in England for a general law of 
Local Option, to which the Government is 
now pledged in response to the demand of 
the House of Commons. In many localities 
in Scotland the traffic is prohibited; and the 
Earl of Zetiand is now having a contest with 
the liquor-sellers of Bournemouth, who do 
not wantto bedrivenout of the trade—but, on 
appeal to the House of Lords, they were 
beaten, and must go to some other work for 
a living. 

In the whole of the Dominion of Canada 
there is Local Option, except in some dis- 
tricts where thereis absolute Prohibition. 
More than half of New Bruns wick—includ- 
ing its largest city, Frederick ton—has Prohi- 
bition, as has the whole of Prince Edward 
Island, by a unanimous vote of the people. 
A large part of Nova Scotia is now without 
a grog-shop, and the same is true of Canada 
West, while Manitoba has absolute Prohibi- 
tion. 

Mr. Weed declares that Prohibitory laws 
have signally failéd to promote the cause 
of Temperance,“ So far is that from being 
true that Mr. Weed cannot mention even one 
locality where the results of that policy will 
justify his statement, while I could easily 
filla column of ‘Tur Tum with the cases 
which prove the exact contrary to be true. 
It seems to me to be quite inexcusable in Mr. 
Weed that, in writing upon a question of 
such vast importance to the country, and of 
such deep interest to a large part of our 
people, he should so entirely misstate the 
facts, in sheer ignorance of what they really 
are. There is no other question so impor- 
tant as this in its relation to the wealth, pros- 
perity, and physical power of the country, 
and to the —— of the people; yet Mr. 
Weed shows himself to be utterly ignorant 
of its principles, its purposes and results. 

Mr. Weed continues: Legislation Pro- 
hibition) having proved abortive in Maine. 
Kansas and lowa resort to an amendment 
of their Constitutions prohibiting not only 
the sale, but the distillation, of intoxicat- 
ir liquors.’ He says Prohibition has 

proved to be abortive in Maine. 
It is difficult to employ respectful terms 
in declaring this statement to be without a 
shadow of truth. It is not aright thing for 
Mr. Weed to do to take issue with the entire 
people of a State in a matter of public pol- 
icy Of which he knows nothing. From the 
day of the enactment of the Maine law to this 
day there has never transpired one incident 
even to give a color of truth to Mr. Weed’s 
statement. The facts of the case have been 
often published under the highest authority, 
and widely circulated in thisand other coun- 
tries; and Mr. Weed should know what they 
“4 before expressing his opinion in the mat- 


r. 

The Republican party of Maine from its 
— — has made the support of Prohibition a 
leadin feature of its platrorm; and at every 
annual State convention has had an emphat- 
ic testimony in relation to it. I have copies 
of some of these, and give them here: 

1878.—“ Temperance among the people may 
be greatly promoted by wise Prohibitory leg- 
islation, as well as by all those moral n- 
cies which have secured to us beneficent re- 
sults; and itis a source of congratulation

support of the same as one of the cardinal 
principles of the Republican party of Maine.“ 

I have no copy of the resolve ef 1881, but I 
give that of 1882: 

“We refer with confidence and pride to the 
general record of the Republican party in 
support of the policy of prohibiting the 
traflic in intoxicating liquors, the wisdom 
and efficiency of which legislation in promot- 
ing the moral and material interests of Maine 
have been demonstrated through the practi- 
cal annihifation of that traffic in a large por- 
tion of the State; and we favur such legisla- 
tion and such enforcement of law as will 
secure to every portion of our territory free- 
dom from that traffic. We further recom- 
mend the submission to the people of a Con- 
stftutional Prohibitory Amendment.“ 

It is in the face of all these facts that Mr. 
Weed has ventured to say, Prohibitory 
Liquor laws have signally failed to promote 
the cause of temperance”; and that legisla- 
tion against the traffice has proved abortive 
in Maine. The only possible excuse for these 
amazing misstatements is, that their author 
knew absolutely nothing of the matter he was 
writing about. In the discussion of a great 
public question of vast importance to the 
country, itis inexcusable in any man, espe- 
cially in a man of mark, to take part in it in 
utter ignorance of the whole matter.
